LEE MC DONALD MACK and LEE PAY MACK 
are identical, it being noted that under NCDMV regulations a married 
female's maiden name is used on her drivers license as her middle 
name and a drivers license would have been necessary in the event 
LEE FAY MACK rented a car, as indicated, on 9/4/70. Investigatior 
has also determined that she is connected with the Winston-Salem 
Model Neighborhood Committee, which is connected with the Model 
Cities Program of the 0. S. Dept. of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) . LEE FAY MACK has been identified as a member of the 
National Committee to Combat Fascism (NCCF), a BPP affiliate at 
Winston-Salem, N. C, and investigation is presently being 
conducted to determine the source. of funds for the Kinston-Salem 
Model Neighborhood Committee, noting both f ederal and lo cal mo ney 
may be involved.

The 
broiher simply asked these pigfi 
what was this all about, the pigs 
replied thai they wanted George to 
gel into their car.

At 
this time people from the commu- 
nity esked the pigs to show them 
a warrant and the pirs asketi the 
brother to get into the car again.

The pigs 
then replied that they didn't need 
a warrant for a juvenile ( a young 
nigger,') then these 2 dogs just

We have said many times be- 
,. y fore and checking out the sltua- 
i tion today as we observe the Na- 
tional and Internationa} scope and 
: deal with the objective reality of 
the situation, we find the pigs oc- 
cupy still the'eommunities of die 
world reeking murder and brutal- 
ity and intimidation as they go 
forth. The Minister of Defense, 
Huey P. Newton stated clearly 
] that an unarmed people are slaves 
or subject to slavery at any given 
moment. The people of Babylon 
and people in the Black communi- 
ty in particular must take heed to 
what the Minister of Defense has 
said and move accordingly. We 
must i*^gln to arm ourselves and 
move, to the level of Self-Defense 
Group's. 

On July 27, 1970, brothers from 
the National Committee to Combat 
Fascism were putting up revolu- 
tionary art posters In the commu- 
nity around our headquarters, 
they were pasting posters on 
store fronts and telephone poles, 
it was around 11:30 p.m. when a 
pig oinXed that it was against a 
city stature to put anything on 
telephone poles. 

As the pigs tore the posters 
down, people began to come out 
to fee what they were doing. The 
brothers from the N.C.C.F. began 
to conduct agitation andpropagan- 
da. The pigs, not wanting the peo- 
ple to become educated, calledfor 
more pigs, Lief ore it w;iS over, 
7 carloads of pigs were In the 
community nround our headquar- 
ters with M-l carbines and riot 



pump shotguns drawn, and tear- 
ing down posters. The brodiers 
continued to educate the masses 
and the people began to shout, 
'•off the pig". At this time the 
pigs left but within the next 3 
minutes there were 19 pig cars 
invading the community. 

The cars came to a halt and the 
pigs jumped outbrandishing wea- 
pons. They rushed in the crowd 
of people and arrested Larry Lit- 
tle, William/Gary (members of 
the N.C.C.F.) and a mentallvre- 
tarded brother, Terry Joc^foung, 
who was just sitting on his bicycle. 
As the pigs moved on the broth- 
ers, it was apparent that they 
were armed to the gills. They 
Jacked off rounds Into the riot 
shotguns as they made their kid- 
nappings. 

As we were on our way to the 
pig pen to get the brothers out, 
the pigs kidnapped a brother, Sam- 
my IxfrBjjQ, and a sister, Pa- 
tricia Anu^McNcal on charges of 
disorderly conduct. All the 
brothers and sisters were gotten 
out that same night after con- 
tinous threats by the pigs to lock 
us up. Larry, Gary, aiid Terry 
went to trial on the 27th of July 
arid had their cases continue to 
August I2th. The other cises of 
the brothers and sister come off 
in August some time.

The result of his 
Injury required surgery and four 
pins bad to be placed In his 
hip to hold the bones in place. 

Ernest Scales bad spent 15 
.years of his life In maximum 
security, off in the prisons of 
North Carolina. He had been 
paroled to minimum security 
(the street) in 1968. Having been 
on work release, a so called 
rehabilitation problem of the pri- 
son system, Ernest had a llt- 

~tle money when he got out, af- 
ter the exploitarive prison system 
of chattle slavery had gotten all 
they wanted out of him. With 
the little that Ernest Scales had, 
he decided to build a house. 
Ernest Scales got himself Borne 
land and began to build Ms house 
The pigs have been harassing 
Ernest for two years, ever since 
he came off the "Chain Gang," " 
Because the prisons couldn't 
have a complete victory of the 
brother the pigs are attempting 
to drive him back to prison. 
But what the pigs don't real- 
ize Is that the ''spirit of the 
people Is greater than the man's 
technology."

It should be noted that the caption is "EACH OF YOU 
SHOULD Bi: PREPARED TO BE A MATCH FOR ONE HUNDRED " and 
has reported that the book called "Match for 100" is

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'A Match for a Hundred" -~t nil ii ant slogan was put 
forward by the respected and beloved Leader Marshal Kim 
II Sun g for the officers and men of our People's Army. 

On Fe binary 6, 1903, two days before the Ibih anni- 
versary of the founding of the glorious Korean People's 
Army, he visited our army unit which has risen to im- 
plement the decision of the historic Fifth Plenary Meet- 
ing of ilu: Fourth Central Committee of our Party. 

Our army unit outpost seethed wit It emotions and joy 
for his visit. 

Marshal Kim II Sung shook hands warmly with the 
masculine and courageous guards and looked around their 
barrack' neatly built, saying; 

"Marvellous! We have never built and lived in such a 
fine house on the hills as this, have we? The capitalists 
would live in this sort of house before.,." 

He highly praised our soldiers, saying that they knew 
how to live in a neat and cultured way. While looking 
around the positions, he repeatedly complimented us for 
6ur excellent success, made in building up the outpost of 
the country into an impregnable fortress. 

He did not bypass anything made by our soldiers and 
touched even a patch of grass on the wall of (lie trench 
to see whether it had rooted deep or not. He dropped 
into a shooting trench and took a posture of firing a 
heavy machine-gun. 

"... You have built your positions very well!... 

"Our People's Army is well prepared politically 
and ideologically, and it can keep on fighting for ever 
with this kind of position... 

"You should plant more trees round the positions. 
If you plant many trees they are good for camouflage, 
and it isn't hot and you feel cool in the summer be- 
cause they afford shade. How fine it would be! You can 
also rise them as firewood. 

"You should think of camouflage first of all when you 
build a house...'* 

After referring to every detail which we command- 
ing personnel had not yet thought of and paid little at- 
tention to, Marshal Kim II Sung taught us specific 
matters of principle with regard to combat organization 
commensurate to modem warfare. 

He loas walking slowly while having frank talks with ■ 



powder to his guerillas despite his hunger; he looked 
after 'his sleeping men ai nights of howling storms and 

covered I hem with his overcoat. Willi his infinitely 
deej) love and care, our guerillas fought, the enemy 
undauntedly and won victory. 

lie wen I info Ihe education room of the company and 
cheeked platoon leader's lecture materials and found 
out h')w the sergeant major looked after his soldiers. 

Also he appreciated the instrumental ensemble per- 
formed by the red- flag company men, and encouraged 
them who were helping and pulling each oilier forward. 

Touching the red-flag badge on the breast of a sup- 
erior private, Marshall Kim II Sung said as follows: 

"... The army is a fine school. 

"You should regard your service in the army as 
school education. 

"In ihe army, you learn military and political af- 
fairs, learn a collective and dieiplincd life as well as 
gencYal knowledge and how .to lead a cultured life. 
What is most important is to learn the indomitable 
revolutionary spirit and colleclivist spirit. 

"How nice it is to help and pull up with each other! 
Only by doing this well, can your military and tnoral 
traits be cultivated more finely. 

"That's why the red- flag company movement is im- 
portant.. 

' After having a dial with soldiers at the outpost, the 
L coder repeatedly asked us commanders to conduct 
better the Party policy education, education of the 
revolutionary traditions, class education and education 
of socialist patriotism among the armymen. 

Reminding us of the fact that the younger genera- 
tion who had never seen landlords and capitalists 
came to take service in the army, he said that this 
younger generation was different from those who had 
waged the anti-Japanese armed struggle in the past or 
fought against the Yankees during the last war. 

41 The mere slogan of downing with landlords and 
capitalists was enough to embue the people of those 
days with irresistible hostility against ihe enemy. 

"But the present-day young folks don't know what 
the landlords and capitalists arc. So, you must not just 
shout slogans. 
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"You should bear this in mind. 

"You should therefore conduct ideological education 
well with patience , and arm them thoroughly with the 
revolutionary ideas of the working class. 

"For a revolutionary army the foremost pre- 
requisite to victory is to arm itself ideologically." 

lie continued to say thai commanders should' train 
their bodies t enhance their art of command decisively 
and equip themselves firmly with the new t ever-de- 
veloping military science and technique. 

"Don't think (hat you needn't learn any more be- 
cause you have fought since the days of the anti- 
Japanese guerilla struggle, and don't rest content, 
thinking you can beat the enemy hands down, with the 
fact that you had advanced as far as the Rakdong River 
area fighting the Yankee bandits. We should make 
efforts to read more books in order to master new 
military science and technique. 

"You should make a deep study of the enemy's wea- 
pons and strategy and tactics too. You can defeat the 
enemy when you know him. 

"If the Yankees attack us again, we should anni- 
hilate them once and for all. 

"To do so, each of you should be prepared to be a 
match for a hundred. 

"A general who fought well has been called 'a match 
for a hundred,' . from olden ti?nes. This means a man 
who is capable of beating a hundred enemies." 

"...The solely correct way is to further strengthen 
the positions witli the military personell you have now, 
conduct military training better and arm all the soldiers 
firmly with lite revolutionary spirit so that each of them 
may match a hundred. 

"The slogan of the People's Army is 'A Match for a 
Hundred.' " 

His remarks reminded me of what he had once said 
during the period of the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

"...Tlie legend says that in olden times men trained 
themselves in noted moicntains to possess fighting 

spirit and military knowledge so as to become:, 
generals. In other words, they would become good gen- 
erals if they made a profound study of mili(ary i iech- . 



nique, sleeping on the snow in inc depth of win lei' to 

train their physical sirenfjh, and living in the unin- 
habited forest and enduring solitude to s*eel their 
fighting spirit, 

"Thin training of the legendary generals is no mys- 
tery fvr us,,. " 

A»? those days we onii -Japanese guerillas, as fold by 

him, developed our bodies and minds and improved 
coml;af capabilities and technique in far move arduous 
circio ns lances Uian the legendary generals trained 
thotiselves, so that we could annihilate and wipe out 
the Japanese imperialists who were superior in man- 
be)' everywhere . 

V/e anti-Japanese .guerillas under the leadership of 
Marshal Kim It Sung won victory in the struggle against 
tens and hundreds of times' bigger forces of the Jap- 
anese imperialist aggression army with small forces 
in very difficult conditions. This was, indeed, a great 
revolutionary struggle in which each one of us matched 
a hundred enemies. 

1 still remember the following remarks made by 
Marshal Kim 11 Sung to us guerilla commanders at that 
time. 

"...The Japanese imperialists now admit their im- 
potence, raising a howl that they stand no chance a- 
gainst us even with ten Japanese soldiers against a 
guerilla or ten to one, 

"But we must- bear in mind clearly thai if we lose 
one man in wiping out 100 enemy troops, this is no 
victory for us. Because the life of each guerilla 
is much more precious than 1,000 enemy troops since 
he has been seasoned in the guerilla struggle for many 
years and prepared politically and militarily and his 
sacrifice is an irrevocable loss. 

"Therefore... we should always keep in mind that it 
is the principle of war t particularly the principle of 
guerilla warfare, to preserve our forces and anni- 
hilate large numbers of enemies without the sacrifice 
of a single man on our side... " 

We anti -Japanese guerillas won victory, giuded by 
these words of Marshal Kim I! Sung. 

All of us constantly trained ourselves politically, 
ideologically, in military technique and physically with 
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ULiit on e will to o< co.nplish t^ Koi eon revolution i*y 
Wftr own efforts instead of r^Jnt* on others. We anti- 

Japanese guerillas could i. . ' always deal a. hundred 
times, a thousand times heavier blows at Die enemy, 
taking advantage of the natural fortresses in the nor- 
them border areas of Korea around Ml, Baekdu and 
the broader areas of northeast China. 

That is why tlie Japanese imperialists who had made 
such tenacious and atrocious efforts to "annihilate" 
the anti-Japanese guerilla units by mobilizing the Kan- 
lo Army and massive regular armed forces in Korea, 
were forced at last to hold up their hands in despair, 
saying that "The Communist strategy and tactics are 
really strange. They wage war with 'tactics' which 
cannot be found in any book on military science. What 
is most difficult for us is that they resist us with the 
methods which have nothing in common with Die oper- 
ations conducted by the 'Imperial Army' in accordance 
with the combat retaliations." 

The idea of being a match for a hundred was already 

embodied in those difficult days of the anli -Japanese 
armed struggle organized and waged under the leader- 
ship of Marshal Kim II Sung. 

In fact, both in the period of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle and in the Fatherland Liberation War 
under the wise leadership of Marshal Kim II Sung, rue 
annihilated the "strong" enemies who had boasted of 
their technical superiority, with our ideological and 
tactical superiority, each of us matching a hundred. 

Indeed, the Korean revolutionaries have given fatal 
blows to the Japanese and U.S. imperialists, enemy No. I 
of our people, with the idea of being a match for a 
hundred ever since the period of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle.

At. 'the banquet, he stressed again that each of army- 
men should be prepared to be a match for a hundred 
and asked us to keep building up the People's Army 
Tanks firmly in the spirit of the decision of the fifth 
Plenary Meeting of the Fourth Central Committee of 
o\>-r Party and on the basis of the successes already 
mode, 

".. , The people in the rear now build socialism, 
holding a rifle in one hand and a sickle and hammer 
in the oter, while intensifying the struggle against 
indolence, 

"When the entire people are put under arms, con- 
ducting military training well in this way and ihe 
front and the rear are united as one body, the enemy 
cannot invade us and our socialist construction can be 
expedited at a higher speed/' 

The words of Marshal Kim II Sung instilled bound- 
less strength into the minds of our soldiers. 

All the army iri en were burning with the determin- 
ation to implement his teachings -thoroughly and were- 
overfilled with the conviction that they could become 
revolutionary fighters, each being a match for a hun- 
dred like ihe anti-Japanese guerillas.

On Chicago Street In Winston- 
Salem, a section of Babylon on 
the East Side of town, are nothing 
bur rzt-Uilested shacks, where 
Black people have stayed over 10 
years. No. 4 of our 10-Point Plat- 
form and Program says, **We 
want decent bousing, fit for shelter 
of human beings." 

When we went ir^ajjie commu- 
nity to talk to people about these 
housing problems, one lady by the 
name of Helen said "these houses 
hart never been repaired" since 
she has been living there. She also 
.said "all they would do was to 
come by here to collect the rent. 
When we told the landlords or 
slumlords our houses needed re- 
pairs they would say O.K. and the 
next week they would be back for 
more rent, bat still no repairs were 
performed." Most of these houses 
do not have hoc water, or a bach- 
tub. But when the end of the month 
or week comes the racist slum- 
lord, the low-down racist dog Is 
always there with their hands out 
for more rent. 

These houses are mostly rented 
by these rwo racist punks called 
••Newton Bros." and "UF, Reeds 
and Son". These are the two big- 
gest slumlords In Winston -Salem, 
We tre now letting these two pigs 
know how the people in the com- 
munity feel about them. The peo- 
ple in the community know that you 
are slumlords. But they didn'iknow 
how to deal wich you until they were 
educated by the N.C.G.F, 

The houses need to be taken 
from the hands of these two pigs 
and given to the people, because 



they have stayed there long enough 
to have payed for these houses. 
These houses rent for $8.00 to 
J15.00 a week and we know that 
they are not good enough for that 
much money. Even the racist, dog- 
gish, pig knows this.

The food 
also goes up. These pigs are all 
joined hand and hand together all 
over the world to keep the people 
oppressed In the Black community.
